INVESTIGATION A recent dis- 
ciplinaiy hearing against 
four city police oflScers has 
determined they acted rea¬ 
sonably when they strip 
searched and Tasered a 
man with cerebral palsy. 

Police arrived at 50-year- 
old Craig Williamson’s 
downtown apartment in 
April 2002, following a dis¬ 
pute between him and his 
landlord. Officers arrested 
Williamson after learning 
he had four outstanding 
warrants. 

Upon arriving at the sta¬ 
tion, he became violent to¬ 
ward two officers who tried 
to strip search him. 

The officers couldn’t con¬ 
trol Williamson to 
complete the search and 
eventually Tasered him. 
They claimed any direct ap¬ 
plication of force may have 
seriously injured the 95- 
pound man. 

After complaints were 
filed against Staff Sgt. 
Regan James, Const. Kevin 
Douglas, Const. Scott Innes 
and Const. Charlene 
Douglas, a lengthy investi¬ 
gation began. 

The decision on the inci¬ 
dent was reached in mid- 
September. 

“I have no doubt that 
there may be a fair bit of 
surprise over this finding,” 
hearing officer Mark Logar 
wrote in the decision. 

“As odd as it may sound, 
appl 5 dng the Taser in the 
circumstances... was the 
only way to bring Mr. 
Williamson under control 
quickly and in the least in¬ 
jurious way.”

Royals On the Rock 


CRIME A central Alberta 
man has pleaded guilty to 
sexually assaulting a 
teenage girl he kidnapped 
while impersonating a po¬ 
lice officer. 

Gerard Baumgarte, 57, 
was visibly upset yesterday 
as he pleaded to six 
charges, including assault 
with a weapon, in Red Deer 
court. 

Baumgarte was arrested 
last Febmaiy after a 16- 
year-old girl was found cry¬ 
ing in a shopping mall two 
days after she was abducted 
during a trip to a local con¬ 
venience store. 

The girl from Penhold 
was forced into a car with 
flashing blue and red lights 
by a man dressed as a 
pohce officer. 

Her disappearance 
sparked a police manhunt 
and prompted friends, fam¬ 
ily and strangers to hold 
candlelight vigils. 

There was no immediate 
word on when Baumgarte 
is to be sentenced, but the 
charges he pleaded guilty 
to cany a maximum penal-

Risk groups prioritized 

Flu shots to resume this week for pregnant women, young kids 


THE CANADIAN PRESS 
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A dwindling supply of 
HiNi vaccine will start 
flowing again by the end 
of the week — but only for 
pregnant women and 
young children. 

Health officials revealed 
plans for the revamped out¬ 
break control campaign yes¬ 
terday, announcing chil¬ 
dren between six months 
and five years can receive 
their shots starting tomor¬ 
row, and pregnant women 
starting Friday. 


“It’s really a no brainer, in 
a way, to target these 
groups,” said Dr. Andre Cor- 
riveau, Alberta’s chief med¬ 
ical officer of health, adding 
the groups are at highest 
risk for serious effects after 
infection. 

More than 10,000 Edmon¬ 
ton children have already 
been vaccinated. With 
200,000 remaining units, 
and 80,000 due to arrive lat¬ 
er this week. Dr. Gerry 
Predy, Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices’ senior medical officer 
of health, assured there will 
be enough in stock to vacci¬ 
nate all Albertans in both 
risk groups. 

Talks will resume on 
opening clinics for addition¬ 
al high-risk groups next 


week, when more vaccine is 
delivered. 

Officials pleaded for pa¬ 
tience yesterday with frus¬ 
trated Albertans, some of 
whom were turned away 
from clinics multiple times. 

It was recently revealed 
the entire Calgaiy Flames 
team received flu shots last 
week. 

Officials say the rogue 
vaccinations are under in¬ 
vestigation by Alberta 
Health Services. 

“It’s unfortunate, and I 
can’t defend it,” Predy said. 

“At this point, we don’t 
know where they got it 
from,” Corriveau added. 

Predy claimed no vac¬ 
cines were set aside for any 
other priority groups. 


Meanwhile, a Calgaiy pa¬ 
per published an editorial 
yesterday calling for the res¬ 
ignation of the Health Min¬ 
ister Ron Liepert. 

During question period, 
opposition leaders attacked 
the Toiy government for 
initially urging all Albertans 
to get inoculated, without 
foreseeing a shortage. 

When asked if Liepert 
and Corriveau would be 
fired. Premier Ed Stelmach 
said he has “eveiy confi¬ 
dence” in both men. 

Corriveau couldn’t pre¬ 
dict yesterday when vacci¬ 
nations for all Albertans 
will resume.

Reforms to fast-track 
skilled immigrants and 
plug gaps in the labour 
force have not lived up to 
advance billing, says Audi¬ 
tor General Sheila Fraser. 

The Harper government 
introduced the controver¬ 
sial reforms in 2008. 

It argued then they were 
necessary to eliminate the 
backlog of more than 
600,000 skilled-worker ap¬ 
plications and reduce wait 
times of up to seven years.

Tapes mirror Obama’s quandary 

Released Kennedy recordings show parallels between Vietnam, Afghanistan 


Chinese crime boss sentenced 


Newly released White 
House tapes from the 
Vietnam War era portray 
U.S. President John F. 
Kennedy wrestling over 
the fate of South 
Vietnam’s strongman in a 
situation that appears to 
mirror Barack Obama’s 
quandary today in dealing 
with Afghanistan’s shaky 
government. 

Obama is beset by ques¬ 
tions about President 
Hamid Karzai’s popularity, 
honesty and management 
of the war against the Tal¬ 
iban, while Kennedy dealt 
in 1963 with President Ngo 
Dinh Diem and his inability 


to turn the tide against Viet 
Cong insurgents. 

At issue in both conflicts 
was a rising number of U.S. 
casualties in defending un¬ 
popular governments. 

Forty-six years ago this 
week, Vietnamese generals, 
confident they had the sup- 
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port of their U.S. allies, 
overthrew Diem’s govern¬ 
ment in Saigon. But 
Kennedy, conflicted by a 
State Department green 
light to the generals in 
their coup, questioned the 
move. 

Audio tapes and tran¬ 
scripts of four days of 
White House meetings re¬ 
leased this week by the JFK 
Presidental Library in 
Boston reflect uncertainty 
over what steps to take to 
tiy to bolster Saigon’s gov¬ 
ernment, riddled with cor¬ 
ruption and out of touch 
with its citizens.

RFK killer moved 

• An attorney for the man 
who assassinated Robert F. 
Kennedy in 1968 reports 
that his client was 
transferred from a prison 
that houses high-risk 
offenders to a new facility 
where his life could be in 
danger. William F. Pepper 
said Sirhan Sirhan opposed 
the move from the Califor¬ 
nia state prison in 
Corcoran, which houses 
high-risk prisoners such as 
Charles Manson, to Pleas¬ 
ant Valley State Prison in 
nearby Coalinga. 


CHINA Dubbed the “god¬ 
mother” of the Chinese un¬ 
derworld, she was notori¬ 
ous for her toughness and a 
lavish lifestyle that report¬ 
edly included luxuiy villas 
and a stable of 16 young 
lovers. 

Her criminal reign ended 
yesterday when Xie Caip- 
ing, 46, was sentenced to 18 
years in prison for running 
illegal casinos and bribing 
government officials. 

Her trial was one of a se¬ 
ries of gang prosecutions in 
the southwestern city of 
Chongqing that have fea¬ 
tured lurid testimony about 
sex, corruption and the vio¬ 
lent underworld. 

Xie is the only female 
gang boss to be tried as part 
of a monthslong crack¬ 


down on local 
gangs, known 
as “black soci¬ 
eties,” in the 
sprawling 
southwestern 
megacity of 30 
million. 

The trials 
Xie Caiping have exposed 
the tangled 
web of links between gov¬ 
ernment officials and po¬ 
lice officers who sought to 
provide cover for the crime 
sjmdicates. 

Besides her luxury 
homes, Xie reportedly en¬ 
joyed her own Mercedes- 
Benz and “retained 16 
young men for personal en¬ 
tertainment,” local media 
reported.

New website connects students to students

Marketing to students 
effectively is a tough job 
but it's a challenge one 
Canadian agency is taking 
on by sticking to simple 
maxim — don't market to 
people unless you're ready 
to give them something 
useful. 

Jonathan Tick, 32, is a 
managing partner at Cam¬ 
pus Marketing Agency 
based in Toronto and says 
the best — and hardest — 
type of marketing to do is 
the kind that actually bene¬ 
fits the people you’re mar¬ 
keting to. 

“We take a veiy utility-dri¬ 
ven approach to marketing 
— we don’t market unless it 
benefits the student in some 
way. Our goal is to provide 
them with a resource they 


can use every day,” Tick said. 

The agency’s newest ven¬ 
ture is Campuslntel.com, a 
site geared around taking all 
of the various things stu¬ 
dents search for on the In¬ 
ternet — free goodies, cam¬ 
pus and world news, blogs, 
travel deals and classified 
ads — and package them in¬ 
to a single place accessible 
with a single click. 

The site incorporates a 
Metro news feed, free blogs 
and forums and a classi- 
fieds/book swap section 
unique in its rigour. Unlike 
other online swap sites that 
allow people to access list¬ 
ings and trade anonjmious- 
ly, Campuslntel’s classifieds 
require a real university 
email address to access the 
site, ensuring that the peo¬ 
ple creating and responding 
to ads are bone-fide stu¬ 
dents. The feature also 
makes it far less likely that 


users will be preyed upon by 
muggers or thieves since 
correspondence is no longer 
anonymous. 

“One of the things we’re 
stressing (about the book 
swap) is that you need to 
have a registered email 
from a post-secondaiy insti¬ 
tution to use it. It’s a much 
safer marketplace than 
what you would find with a 
Craigslist or a Kijiji,” Tick 
said. 

Tick points at the many 
recent failed attempts at us¬ 
ing Facebook as a marketing 
platform as an example that 
students aren’t interested in 
having their online life in¬ 
terrupted by traditional, 
projected marketing that 
doesn’t offer them any di¬ 
rect benefit. 

“Social networks get a ton 
of traffic but it’s not the 
kind of traffic that wants to 
be marketed to. We’re really

growing this thing organi¬ 
cally so that it catches fire,” 
Tick said. 

The power of the student 
demographic of educated 
people aged 18-24 can be in¬ 
tense, as Tick says the age 
group is highly peer-orient¬ 
ed, veiy impressionable and 
develops life-long habits 
that can decide, for in¬ 
stance, which razor some¬ 
one uses for the rest of their 
life. “This is the time of your 
life when you’re creating 
your spending habits and 
loyalty habits.”

Tire pressure 
key to safety 
in winter 

PROPER INFLATION Make sure 
you practice proper tire in¬ 
flation techniques before 
the snow flies or you could 
find yourself needing a 
tow truck, or worse, an 
ambulance. 

Since the air pressure in 
tires supports the weight 
of your car, it is absolutely 
vital that you inflate your 
tires to just the right de¬ 
gree. This is especially im¬ 
portant in winter when 
tires lose their pressure 
faster in colder weather. 

Here are a few tips from 
Transport Canada to main¬ 
tain proper winter tire in¬ 
flation: 

• Measure your tire infla¬ 
tion at least once a month; 

• Measure the pressure 
when the tires are cold (af¬ 
ter two hours of non-use or 
less than two kilometres of 
driving). Tires lose pressure 
when the air temperature 
gets colder (about seven 
kilopascals, or one pound 
per square inch, for every 
5°C drop in temperature). 

• Inflate your tires to the 
recommended pressures 
printed on the label inside 
your car or in your owner's 
manual;

Breeze through freeze

November's blustery 
winds should be the trig¬ 
ger that gets people into 
winter driving mode, but 
inevitably, many of us 
continue blindly into our 
coldest season 
unprepared. It happens 
every year — once the 
first snowfall hits, only 
then will the local service 
shops be filled to capacity 
with those scrambling to 
get pre-winter work done, 
or booking the body-shop 
after an unintended colli¬ 
sion. 

Now is the perfect time 
to get the jump on winter 
preparation, so Metro gath¬ 
ered some tips on how you 
can keep safe on the road, 
and how to stay alive if you 
do end up going off. 

VISIBILITY 

To have visibility during 
all winter weather condi¬ 
tions, it is important to 
have the right necessities 
available. 


Keep a snow brush and 
ice scraper in your vehicle 
at all times during the win¬ 
ter months. If your car is 
often parked outdoors, in¬ 
vest in a winter windshield 
cover to keep snow, frost 
and ice off of your wind¬ 
shield. 

Also, top-up on wind¬ 
shield fluid for extreme 
temperatures and always 
keep an extra jug in the 
trunk. 

CHECK-UP 

Prior to the start of any 
new season, make an ap¬ 
pointment to have your ve¬ 
hicle fully serviced, espe¬ 
cially prior to winter, when 
weather elements can af¬ 
fect many performance ele¬ 
ments of the vehicle. Have 
your batteiy and charging 
system checked to ensure 
it will have enough power 
to start the car on cold 
mornings. Check wiper 
blades for signs of wear 
and cracking and replace if 
necessaiy. Better yet, 
change to heavy-duty win¬ 
ter blades like Teflon wiper 
blades. Also, extreme cold 
is hard on the engine oil. 


An oil change and new fil¬ 
ter are good ideas for the 
change in season. 

PACK A VEHICLE 
EMERGENCY KIT 

Keep the following items 
on-hand in your car, in the 
event you are ever stuck or 
stranded: 

• Cellphone with hands¬ 
free option 

• Emergency car starter 

• Gloves and hat 

• Shovel 

• Flashlight 

• Jumper cables 

MORE TIPS TO GET YOU 
STARTED 

• Make sure you sweep and 
scrape all the ice and snow 
off your car before you 
drive off. It’s extremely 
dangerous not only to you, 
but also to the others who 
follow in your wake. 

• While having a cellphone 
with you for emergencies is 
great, don’t distract your¬ 
self by using it when driv¬ 
ing. Use your vehicle’s 
built-in Bluetooth if it is so 
equipped, or invest is a 
generic hands-free kit.

Warming up 

* Canadian winters can be 
bitterly cold, so warming up 
your car is essential. De¬ 
pending on where you live, 
60 seconds might be all the 
time you need. According to 
Natural Resources Canada 
(NRCan), warming up your 
car for more than 60 seconds 
can be an inefficient and a 
harmful waste of fuel. Use a 
block heater for two hours 
and then start driving easy 
and let the car warm up on 
the road. Letting your car idle 
in the driveway for more 
than 60 seconds, either by a 
remote starter or starting it 
yourself, wastes fuel and 
does not adequately warm 
up all your vehicle compo¬ 
nents.

It’s the same questions every time the 
snow flies: Should I get winter tires? 
Aren’t all-seasons good enough? Why 
spend the extra money when I’ve nev¬ 
er had a problem before? 

“One of the most important factors 
in starting, steering or stopping on ice 
and snow is your tires,” says Mark Cox, 
director of the Bridgestone Winter 
Driving School in Steamboat Springs, 
Colo. 

“It makes no difference if you have 
a front-wheel, four-wheel or rear- 
wheel drive, your vehicle will per¬ 
form better in most winter driving 
conditions if it is equipped with pur¬ 
pose-built winter tires instead of all- 
season radials.” 

Can you use all-season tires all year? 
“Tire manufacturers have certainly 
come a long way in improving winter 
traction of their all-season tires, but a 
dedicated winter tire is designed 
specifically to handle winter driving 
needs,” Cox continues. “And with 
more areas outlawing or limiting the 
use of studded snow tires, studless 
snow tires are becoming more popu¬ 
lar.” 

A Canadian Tire spokesman advises 
that “winter tires should be used 
once the temperature hits seven de¬ 
gree Celsius or lower, as this is when 
all-season tires begin to lose elastici¬ 
ty, resulting in reduced traction. Win¬ 
ter tires retain their elasticity to grip 
at much lower temperatures. This 
provides improved traction for start¬ 
ing, cornering and stopping and can 
transform the handling of cars.” 

As for the m5d:h of being more ex¬ 
pensive, an article on Toyo Tires 
Canada’s website states that “chang¬ 
ing from winter tires to summer or 


iMiEV’s got speed 

ROAD TEST I have driven the future and 
it is quiet. It’s generally believed the 
future is plug-in electric cars. But you 
don’t to wait for the end of the next 
decade to get one. 

The Mitsubishi innovative Electric 
Vehicle or i-MiEV (pronounced I-My- 
Eve) is not a glorified golf cart but a 
true four-seat plug-in electric subcom¬ 
pact sedan that can travel up to 120 
km and, if need be, 130 km/h on the 
highway. 

As a true plug-in, it can be charged 
from any household 110-volt outlet in 
14 hours and half that from a 220-volt 
outlet. If the owner installs a 200-volt 
three-phase quick charging machine, 
the i-MiEV can pack in an 80 per cent 
punch in 30 minutes. 

What’s most surprising is how fast 
the i-MiEV goes. If you've ever ridden 
a streetcar, you know how quick it 
gets up to speed. The 300-volt motor 
puts out 47 kW or roughly 63 hp. Yet 
it also produces 133 ft/lb of torque, 
more than a Honda Civic.

It pays to know winter driving technologies 


are: anti-lock braking systems 
(ABS), traction control systems, 
stability management systems, 
and all wheel drive. 

They are all, in a word, “awe¬ 
some.” 

But they’re not miracle work¬ 
ers — they still have to obey the 
laws of physics. And if drivers 
overestimate their capacity to 
help and/or have absolutely no 
experience with them before 
the winter-driving sphincter 
moment arrives, then they 
have the potential to be the ex¬ 
act opposite of helpful. 

Pierre Savoy is a professional 
driving instructor. One of his 
gigs is conducting BMW Cana¬ 


da’s Winter Driving School eveiy 
year somewhere in snowy Que¬ 
bec. It is his learned opinion that 
most people are woefully unfa¬ 
miliar with the operation and in¬ 
tent of these systems. 

“Most people don’t know how 
to use them, or what to do when 
they are activated, or even what 
they feel like when they are acti¬ 
vated,” says Savoy. “When I do 
driving training I get people to 
activate their ABS brakes, and 
it’s often the first time they do. 
And what happens? They take 
their foot off because of the 
ruckus.” 

The correct response would 
be to keep the brake pedal plas¬ 


tered to the floorboards, and re¬ 
alize that the ruckus is caused 
by brakes violently cycling on 
and off, so the wheels slow 
down dramatically but not lock¬ 
up. 

Savoy advocates taking your 
car out to some safe place to try 
all this stuff out, before you ex¬ 
perience it in anger on some icy 
road in the middle of the night. 

Like we said at the top, these 
are “aids.” They are there to 
help, not as a substitution for 
proper decision-making.

Plenty of snowbirds are fa¬ 
miliar with the drive south 
to Florida, but a scenic 
route promotion program 
in the U.S. wants visitors 
to know about the best 
routes to drive while 
they're in the state. 

Under the National Sce¬ 
nic Bj^ays program, the 
highest recognition possi¬ 
ble is the All-American Road 
designation. That status has 
just been granted to the 
Overseas Highway, which 
stretches for 205 kilometres 
in the Florida Keys. 

Completed in 1938, the 
Overseas Highway incorpo¬ 
rates 42 bridges over the 
waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean, Florida Bay and the 
Gulf of Mexico. Only 30 
other U.S. roadways have 
earned the prestigious title.

“The All-American Road 
designation will bring sta¬ 
tus to us with international 
and domestic visitors, so 
that they know driving U.S. 
1 from Key Largo to Key 
West is a one-of-a-kind driv¬ 
ing experience,” said Judy 


Hull, president of the Flori¬ 
da Keys Scenic Corridor Al¬ 
liance that spearheaded a 
multiyear effort to achieve 
the distinction. 

At the same time, three 
other Florida roads were 
recognized as new National 
Scenic Byways:

Scrooge reborn... again

This weekend Jim Carrey 
joins that list in a big budg¬ 
et Disney motion capture 
version of A Christmas 
Carol. But why have 
the character and 
the stoiy of the 
man who hated 
Christmas stayed 
popular since 
Charles Dickens 

penned it 166 years 
ago? 

The first reason may 
have appealed to old

Scrooge’s frugal nature. 
The stoiy is in public do¬ 
main, meaning there are 
no pesky payments to the 
Dickens family for using 
the character, but to be 
made (the first film came 
in 1901) remade (21 times 
on film and dozens more 
made for TV) then turned 
on its head and remade 
again and again, there 
must be something else 
about the story’s 
humbuggeiy that 
resonates with 
viewers. The 
Life and Times 
of Ebenezer 
Scrooge author 
Paul Davis says 
the story is one of 
those rarities that is so 
familiar it’s almost part of 
our collective DNA. 


“My acquaintance with 
Scrooge seems preliterate,” 
he wrote, “different from 
my sense of... Dr. Doolittle 
or Robinson Crusoe. I re¬ 
member when I first met 
the Hardy Boys, but I feel 
as though I’ve always 
known Scrooge and Tiny 
Tim.” 


Dr. Philip Allingham of 
Lakehead University, con¬ 
curs, calling it a “wonder¬ 
ful, heart-warming story 
with people that we feel 
we know extremely well.” 

Other scholars think the 
stoiy’s ability to seem cur¬ 
rent, no matter when it is 
restaged, is a selling point. 


“What it all boils down 
to is that A Christmas Car¬ 
ol is that rare and precious 
thing, a stoiy for the ages,” 
said the Washington Post’s 
Jonathan Yardley, “like 
other such stories — the 
Bible ... the plays of Shake¬

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Dishing on divorce 


New book chronicles very public breakup

Divorce sucks in general. 
But to have your divorce 
played out in public can 
reach new heights of... 
well... sucking. 

“Divorce really kicks your 
ass,” says Maiy Jo Eustace, 
who woke up one day to 
find out her husband, actor 
Dean McDermott, had left 
her for Hollywood starlet 
Tori Spelling. 

Cue the tabloid frenzy. 

“Fd get constant calls to 
sell my stoiy or to be on re¬ 
ality shows. Friends sold sto¬ 
ries about me to the 
tabloids. And I was con¬ 
stantly portrayed as this bit¬ 
ter, old, crazy ex-wife. Just 
lie after lie. “ 

Eustace — best known 
for her cooking series 
What’s For Dinner and He 
Said, She Said — did even¬ 
tually get through it, turn¬ 
ing her divorce experience 
into her just-released book. 
Divorce Sucks. 

It’s a part tell-all, part no- 
nonsense guide on what to 
do (and definitely not do) 
during a divorce. 

Which begs the question 
— why would she want to 
relive such a terrible experi¬ 
ence? 

“I think the book was a 
perfect combination where 
I could be funny, and help 
people by sharing my per¬ 
sonal stories,” she says. “Di¬ 
vorce is not something peo¬ 
ple talk about. They assume 
it won’t happen to them. 
And when it does, it can be 
horrendous.” 

In Divorce Sucks, Eu¬ 
stace’s own experiences oc¬ 
casionally border on the 
bizarre. Like her question¬ 
able decision to meet the 
“other woman,” Spelling, 
only to have Spelling use 
that encounter as fodder for 
her own autobiographic 
book. 

“My experiences are by 
no means the worst,” 
claims Eustace. “The di¬ 
vorce stories I’ve heard 
from people can be scaiy — 
eveiything from being 
locked out of their houses, 
to hiding assets, to stealing 
the family dog.” 

Eustace — who is origi¬ 
nally from Toronto and cur¬ 
rently lives in Los Angeles 
with her two children — 
says the underl 5 dng mes¬ 
sage of her book is learning 
to like yourself post-divorce. 

“It’s about accepting that 
you’re worthy to enjoy life 
again, and patting yourself 
on the back. If you’re able 
to do that, it’s a major 
thing,” she says. “If you’re 
angry and bitter, you’re not 
going to enjoy your new 
life.” 




Mary Jo Eustace turned her di¬

Eustace’s new life isn’t 
straying all that far from 
the topic of divorce.
